Enroute to the Carousel Club, Oswald remembered Cummings and told 
him he appreciated the favor he did in taking him to Irving.

Arriving at the Carousel 
Club, Ferrie paid the fare and the three passengers went upstairs into the 
Club. Cummings described Ferrie as "a spook in the night" and felt sorry for 
him. Cumnings then went upstairs into the Club himself and received $1.50 tip 
from the man at the door as a gratuity for bringing customers. Cumnings 
added that this gratuity- system was not new. 

In this interview Cummings stated that he disliked the Dallas Police 
Department. He admitted having been arrested once and that was in Belton, 
Texas. Explaining this arrest, Cummings stated his Mother was hospitalised
